of pervisors”, the words “City 
Assessor’ for the words ‘‘County 
Assessor’ and other such appro- 


riate words where said substitution 
is necessary to carry out the intent 
of the Ordinance. It is hereby de- 
celared that the intent of this or- 
dinance is to make apphcable the 
State law pertaining to redemptions 
of real property, sold _to the Cit 
for delinquent taxes. The Tax Col- 
lector shall on application of the 
person desiring to redeem, make an 
estimate of the amount to be paia 
and when paid shall give him a 
certificate of the amount, specifying 
the several items thereof. 

Upon the payee of the money 
so specified in the said certificate to 
the Tax Collector, any deed or cer- 
tificate of sale that may have been 
made to the City shall become nuu 
and void, and all right, title and in- 
terest acquired by the City under 
and by virtue of the tax sale shall 
cease and terminate. 

This ordinance is declared to be an 
emergency measure, necessary for 
the immediate preservation of the 

ublic peace, health and Bate The 
acts constituting the necessity are 
as_ follows: = 

Due to the wide spread economic 
depression many tax payers have 
been unable to pay their taxes or 
to redeem their property from sale, 
to the City for delinquencies. By 
permitting redemptions with reduced 
penalties, many taxpayers will be 
enabled to redeem their property, re- 
store the same to the tax rolls and 
thereby add revenue to thce opera- 
tion and maintenance of government. 

This Ordinance shall become effec- 
tive on the day following its publi- 
cation,
